FRANK LEONARD WORTMAN, aka "BUSTER" is presently 
under indictment in United States District Court, Eastern 
District of Illinois, East St. Louis, Illinois, charged with 
Federal income tax evasion and conspiracy to evade Federal 
income taxes. WORTMAN is commonly referred to in the St. 
Louis, Missouri, and East St. Louis, Illinois, press as the 
head of a criminal organization principally engaged in 
gambling known as WORTMAN and Associates.. The press alleges 
that he is the major racketeer in the metropolitan St. Louis 
area which also covers the St. Clair County, Illinois, area 
on the east side of the Mississippi River. 

WORTMAN resides near Collinsville, Illinois. 

This document contains neither recommendations nor 
conclusions of the FBI. It is the property of the FBI and is 
loaned to your agency; it and its contents are not to be 
distributed outside your agency.

Another key man in the WORTMAN setup is ELMER 
SYLVESTER DOWLING who appears to hold the position of 
trouble-shooter for WORTMAN and appears to be utilized 
to enforce instructions wherever WORTMAN is experiencing 
a little trouble among his group and otherwise to fulfill 
special and presumably highly confidential assignments for 
WORTMAN. DOWLING has an office in the Plaza'Amusement 
Company in St. Louis, Missouri. The company is. of course, 
a WORTMAN operation although DOWLING has office space and 
he is not actively engaged in the operation of the Plaza 
Amusement Company insofar as it can be ascertained. 

For the Bureau’s further information, WORTMAN and 
DOWLING are currently under indictment for tax evasion 
and conspiracy to violate the Internal Revenue laws and it 
is anticipated their trials will commence in May, 1961. 

From the above summary it will be readily observed 
that the key locations for Misur installations are the “Moat", 
the Paddock Lounge, and the office of DOWLING in St. Louis,
